TRUCKEE MARKET. 


A Courso of Study and Training That 


\lpctlB Oat troni the Priesthood Many 
Mon Who Are Nat Possessed of an TTn- 
fUggiii« '£, 
i—Plain Food and Prayers. 


What hind of a life is it in our col- 


leges? Well, I suppose it is much the 
o<iine as the- hi'e in colleges which are 
not ecclesiastical. Of course, church 
ttnclents have many more prayers to say, 
audaie expected to observe the rules 
with more fidelity than other students. 


They rise early—in foreign colleges at 


0 ia winter and 6 in summer—in most 
English colleges at 6 all the year round. 
Half an hour is allovi 1 for dressing, 
after vrliioh till go down in silence to the 
chu.ch, whei-e morning prayers are said, 
and <i meditation ia held for half an hour 
on some spiritual subject. Meditation 
is followed immediately by the celebra- 
tion of mass, and altogether about an 
hour is spent every morning in spiritual 
exercises. Then follows study till break- 
fast time, at 8. 


Breakfast consists of a bowl of coffee 


or tea, with bread and butter at discre- 
tion in the home colleges, while abroad 
one has a choice between coffee, milk 
and chocolate, but the bread must be 
eaten dry. It is wondeiful what a sub- 
stantial meal can be made of coffee and 
dry bread when there is nothing else to 
be had. A few minutes for recreation 
aro allowed after breakfast, then work 
go< ..a till dinner time, broken only by 
halt an hour's recreation at 11 o'clock. 


PLAIN FAKE. 


Dinner, which is eaten at 1, is al- 


ways a good, substantial meal, and 
ample justice is done to it after the 
rather thin breakfast. No study ia al- 
lowed during the hour and a half foL 
lowing dinner. All who are well enough 
must join in the public games, which 
for the most part are played with great 
spirit and keenly enjoyed. 


At 3 o'clock the studies commence 


again, and class and lecture or prepara- 
tion for them, with half an hour's rest 
at 5, go on until 7 or half past, when 
thirty minutes are given to prayer and 
Ihe reading of the life of some saint. 
After the prayers all go to the refectory 
for supper, which, like dinner, is eaten 
in silence, broken only by the voice of 
the reader, who reads aloud some bio- 
graphical or historical work. 


After supper there is recreation, and 


at foreign colleges this is always the 
favorite hour of the day. And very 
pleasant it is to hear the fresh young 
voices and merry hearted laughter echo 
ing along the college cloisters. 


At 9 the big "bell rings out again for 


the last time that day, and at its first 
peal the talk and laugh are hushed, the 
groups break up, all—professors an<3 
church students alike—make their way 
to the church for night prayers. Prayers 
over the points for the next morning's 
meditations are read out, and after the 
singing of a hymn all retire to a wel 
earned rest, which in most cases is only 
too soon disturbed by the noisy clanging 
of the great bell in the early morning. 


THE WORK IS HARD. 


Of course, every day is not a study 


day. 
Sunday is always, more or less, a 


day of rest, and tit least one afternoon 
e\ ery week is devoted to outdoor recre 
ation. 


Yet, 
in spite of occasional play days 


as they are called, and the holidays twi& 
a year, the lite is hard enough. It nras 
necessarily go on for some dozen year 
before the student is called up for en di 
nation. The life of a Catholic priest i 
indeed one to which many are called 
but few are chosen. A great number o 
those who go to college, at the ago o 
fourteen or fifteen, with the intention o 
becoming priests, do not reach the goa 
of ordination. 


In some cases health breaks down 


many grow weary of the routine an< 
strict discipline of the life, others dis 
cover that they have no calling for th 
ecclesiastical state, and go out into th 
world to begin life afresh. So, from 
one cause or another, the student find 
that by the time he is ready for ordi 
nation he has lost the company of man; 
who stood by his side when he entere 
college. 


Of six who went to college som 


seventeen years ago with the presen 
writer, one is dead, one is practicing as 
a doctor in the United States, a third i 
manager of a bank in the north of Eng 
land, another is serving as a mounte 
policeman in South Afi ica, and only tw 
are priests.—A Catholic Priest in Lou

A WESTERN MAN FOU PRESIDENT. 


The New York Herald, one of the 


most independent papers published, has 
been favoring the Democrats recently 
It scouts the 'idea that the Democratic 
party mast nominate a Now York man 
or an Eastern man for President, and, in 
fact, believes that the chances of success 
with a Western man would be better than 
with Cleveland or Hill. Itsajs: , 


"Good men and able men are to be 


found in plenty. It is a mistake to sup 
pose that they all lire on the sea coast 
The East is rich in candidates who would 
serve the purpose, and so is the West 
The West not less than the East. It is a 
political superstition that only an Eastern 
man can carry New York State. We 
have bad our share of the honors and are 
quite ready to give otner sections of the 
Union a chance. Indeed, the people pro 
fer that the National Convention shal 
get out of the beaten track and fix on 
some new man. 
They would vote fo 


such a man more freely than for Mr 
Hill or Mr. Cleveland. 


"What tbe people want is a good 


square canvass, conducted on its merits 
and the feeling is growing that a man 
from tbe West would make abetto 
showing than any candidate from thi: 
region. If Hill seeks the nomination thi 
cry will be Tammany; if Cleveland de 
mands it the cry will still be Tammany 
If some one outside ot New York i 
chosen, there can be no such cry, aud we 
can go into the fight on tho great issues 
pure and simple, without the drawbael 
of local prejudices. We should hnve a 
clean cut cnnvn-m act! no enibui rassing 
questions to answer. 


"That is what tha people wnnt anc 


they don't want anything else. 
If the 


National Convention is wise enough to 
recognize that fact, the Democratic part; 
will have as fair a chance to win as it can 
hope for. But'if the Convention chooses 
a hackneyed, moss-rovered candidate, i 
will become entangled in its folly, anc 
learn, when it is too late, tbat it has 
made a blander at the cost of a vie 
tory, which it might have easily anc 
surely won." 


WHY TRET OPPOSED 
A 
CONSH- 


TIONAL CONVENTION. 


At the general election in November 


1800, the question of calling a Constitu 
tional Convention was submitted to a 
vote of the people. 
A majority of the 


electors of the State voted in favor of t 
Convention, and the people expected thai 
the Legislature would, in accordance 
with the constitutionally expressed wish 
of the majority, provide for holding such 
a Convention. 
ID this, however, they 


were mistaken. 
The bosses who con- 


trolled the representatives of the people 
decreed that no Convention should be 
held to revise the Constitution, and their 
henchmen in the Legislature refused to 
canvass the vote. 
This open violation 


of their official oath by a majority of the 
members, was approved by the Virginia 
Enterprise and other shining lights ol 
so-called Republicanism in Nevada. The 
men who control the dominant party, 
manages the Comstock mines, the quartz 
mills and the mint. They seem to un- 
derstand "Addition, drvision 
and si 


lence," and are satisfied with the oppor- 
tunities afforded them by the present 
Constitution for making money. They 
desired no change and could afford to 
spend money to prevent any being made 
They oared nothing for the will of the 
majority, aud by coin or other persua- 
sives, got the Legislature to ignore It 
Under the Constitution, as it is, corpora' 
tions have advantages of which they 
might be deprived if the instrument 
should be revised. 
Directors are respon 


sible for nothing, and the companies are 
not even obliged to keep an office in Ne 
vnda. They run mines and mills and 
railroads to suit themselves; make every 
dollar there is in the business, and divide 
only with a few favorites. 
They have 


bosses to run Conventions and Legisla 
tures, and appeal to partisan prejudices 
to endorse their acts at the ballot box, 
and that appeal is never made in vain. 


THE SPEAKER-ELECT. 


Hon. Charles P. Crisp, who was chosen 


Speaker of the House of Representatives 
by the Democratic caucus last evening, 
is one of the brightest and most eloquent 
men in the United States. 
He is an able 


debater; clear, concise and logical, and 
is thoroughly conversant with parlia- 
mentary 
rules, not 
excepting those 


adopted in the last Congress by Czar 
Reed. He is not as ardent a tariff re- 
former as Mills, but he is a pronounced 
advocate of the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver.

This threat 
was carried out by Shively and Stout 
changing to Crisp. 
Oobb and Dearman 


then left Hatch and voted for Mills.

Then a recess was taken until 8 p. 11 
The two hours' interval w.3 industriously 
utilized. Springer and McMillan held 
conference with the result that they da 
oided to act together in terminating th 
contest, shpald it become inevitable, tb. 
either Crisp or Hilln mint be elected, 


Springer and his supporters held a se 


oret conference at which Springer thankee 
his followers for their loyal support, an 
.bated his belief that either Orisp or Mill 
would be elected. He said: "I nm pre 
pared to throw my influence and vote fo 
either of the candidates you may desir 
to support as a unit, with a positive under 
standing with the man we may elect, that 
w.nt nothing, but my friends musft be wel 
treated." 
[Applause.] 


After Springer's withdrawal, tbe delega- 


tion discussed briefly tbe question of thi 
policy, and finally decided that each sboult 
vote as he desired. Either or any of them 
oonld not be learned. That most of Me 
Millan's followers were decidedly pledge< 
to second choice when be should withdraw 
and that Springer and his immediate friends 
held the key to the situation, was the gen 
era! opinion, and the first ballot of th 
evening was awaited with breathless inter 
est.

The Georgia candidate was one 
short of tbe nomination, with Springer 
and his littlo band of followers holding the 
balance ot power. Great applause greetei 
Springer as he entered the hall. He askec 
for recognition from the Chair and pre- 
pared to vote. The suspense was piinlul 
"I desire," said Springer, "to be record*c 
as voting for Mr. Crisp." The vote o 
Springer nominated Crisp and the up 
planse which greeted the announcement 
was deafening. A dozen members rttsho 
to grasp the Illinoiean's hands, and be was 
the recipient of an enthusiastic ovation 
from the supporters of Crisp. Busej 
Stewart and Holman followed their candi- 
date and voted for Crisp.

When the credentials of Sen- 
ator Brice, Senator-elect from Ohio, were 
presented Senator Sherman said: "Before 
be oath of office in administered to Mr. 
Brioe I desire to say that, a large portion 
of the citizens of Ohio contend that be was

and all do say that we find the deceased 
was William Hedge; was a native of Cali- 
fornia, aged about thirty-five years, and 
that he came to his death on the 5th day of 
December, 1891, by being saffooa'ted and 
burnt in the fire partially consuming the 
aforesaid Gilmore's Gardens. 


And we fuither are of the opinion that 


the fire was of incendiary origin, strionsly 
implicating one John Savage.

Uovv Suukes Climb. 


How do snakes climb? is a question 


which has been frequently asked. Many 
have thought that they accomplish the 
feat by wrapping themselves about the 
tree and following a spiral course tip- 
ward. Several years ago a story went 
the rounds of the papers to the effect 
that two woodchoppers, having felled a 
large oak tree several feet in diameter 
and very tall, found in its top two com- 
mon blaoksnukes. 


After pondering for some time the 


men arrived at the conclusion that one 
snake had taken hold of the other's tail,1 
and thus by co-operation they had been 
enabled to clasp the trunk, and by cir- 
cling about it had ascended to the top. 


Whatever probability may have at- 


tached to this conclusion has been dis- 
pelled by the observation of two young 
naturalists while hauling firewood from 
the forest. 


A black snake, measuring perhaps a 


trifle over six feet, was found clinging 
to the side of a small tree, around which 
it could have wrapped itself nearly twice 
had it wished to do so. Instead of this 
the snake passed right and left at short 
distances, catching the folds along its 
under parts over and behind the slightly 
projecting roughnesses of bark. 


As the snake rested only five or six 


feet off the ground one of the young 
men grasped its tail to test its climbing 
qualities, but so great was the force with 
which it pulled upward that it proved a 
difficult task to hold it. Finally, becom- 
ing annoyed at this ill treatment, the 
snake reached down threateningly at the 
offending hands, and losing its hold fell 
to the ground. It was borne home in 
triumph but was afterward returned 
uninjured to the forest.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

The 
fine perfection of their art is a stunted 
beauty; it has never the infinite reach 
of the Greek; the loveliness of their 
lives is childlike; it has not the celestial 
aspiration of the Hebrew; and no doubt 
they feel this as clearly as they perceive 
the difference between us and our ideals.
